The Savannah Herald learns from a gen- 
tleman, who arrived in this city from Flor- 
ida, that the elections which occurred in 
that State lest week were attended with 
more than the usual excitement incident to 
such occasions, and in some loc i lilies ran 
so high as to culminate in breaches of the 
public peace. 

At Lake City, particularly, the contest 
1 tea me so heated that the friends of some 
of the contestants for office were on the eve 
of a desperate collision, when, with a view 
to its suppression, the United States officer 
o! the post ordered out the colored troops 
and marched them to the ballot-box, with 
loaded muskets and fixed bayonets, which 
so much iDoensed the citizens 
but the speedy withdrawal cf 
prevented a bloody conflict. 

The day after the election three white 
men attempted to arrest a colored man who 
bad committed an offense against the law, 
■ Len the latter made such siout resistance 
that he was sh- 1 by one of the parties try- 

occurrence revived the excitement of 
the previous day and led to menacing 
threats. Governor Marvin was advised of 
the excitement and danger of a conflict be- 
tween the citizens and negroes, and tele- 
graphed in reply that the colored troops 
would be relieved and white troops sent in 
their place. The removal of the garrison at 
Lake City will relieve Florida from negro 
soldiers, which is a matter of congratula- 
tion to the people of Florida. Their pres- 
ence is prejudicial to the best interests of so- 
<-:ety, and no man is safe either in person 
or property as long as they remain in our 
iiiidal.

TEXNESSEE DELEGATION. 

The prompt adoption by the House, on 
assembling, of the resolution referring the 
whole subject of the admission of Southern 
representatives to a committee, whioh ex- 
cluded all applicants for seats from the 
lately rebellious States until that commit- 
tee had reported, seemed to indicate pretty 
strongly that there was little chance of the 
admission soon of those Southern represen- 
tatives even against whom no objection 
could be urged on the ground of personal 
disloyalty. This decision of the House, how- 
ever, has been modified somewhat since. 
The resolution, it will be remembered, was 
for the appointment of a joint committee of 
fifteen. In the Senate that portion of it whi<-h 
closed the doors of Congress on Southern 
ap. licauts until after the committee would 
make its report, was stricken out. On the 
same day the House adopted a resolution 
granting the privilege of the floor of the 
House to the gentlemen claiming seats from 
Tennessee. 

If the Tennessee representatives be ad- 
mitted at an early day, and there now 
►eems to be a strong probability that they 
will b their admission will be due more 
to the character of the men whom the peo- 
ple of that State elected to represent them 
than to anything else. Tennessee is the 
only one of the lately rebellious States that 
elected men to represent them in Congress 
who can, without exception, take the test 
oath. This fact will undoubtedly have 
great weight in the final decision of their 
case in the House. And then the well- 
known Unionism of Horace Maynard , Wm. 
B, stokes and N. G. Taylor, of the delega- 
tian from that State, appeals strongly for 
their early admission. 

That the people of other Southern Stub s 
made a great mistake in electing men as 
n-pn-sentatives who could not take the test 
oath, which they knew would be required of 
their representatives before being admitted 
I i mmUs in Congress, they must now begin 
to see themselves. The favorable position 
in which Tennessee has been placed by the 
fact that she has sent to Washington repre- 
sentatives whom the test oath will not de- 
bar from taking their seats, and who were 
not elected in defiance of this oath, shows 
how much the chances of those States of 
being restored to their places in the Union 
would have been improved, and how much 
they would have facilitated the work of res- 
toration, if they had sent loyal men as 
representatives in Congress, to Washington. 
The people of the South had no right to 
count, if they did not act in a spirit of d« fi- 
ance to Congress, upon the repeal of this 
test oath. This oath was taken by the mem- 
bers of the last Congress, and it was not at 
all likely that it would be removed for the 
purpose of allowing men to be admitted as 
members of that body who were so recently 
engaged in an effort to destroy the Govern- 
ment. Congress had a right to say that 
men who had attained a " bad eminence" 
in the rebellion against the Government 
would not be admitted to seats in that body. 
The Southern people aggravated the case, 
by choosing men of this class in near- 
ly every instance, over men who either 
could take the oath or who did not take 
a prominent part in the rebellion — thus 
making distinguished service in the 
rebellion against the Government a 
test of fitness for Reprcsentive in GaagNN. 
It is urged by Southern papers, that men 
who could have take.i the test oath would 
not have truly represented the people of 
those States, and to have elected such men 
would have been to go through a mere 
form. With the downfall ot the rebellion 
the people of the South might not unrea- 
sonably be expected to part with the leaders 
in it, at least so far as not to place them 
forward as their representative men in the 
affairs of the nation. Jeff. Davis might be 
elected from Mississippi to the U. S. Senate, 
but it is not probable that he would be ad- 
mitted as a member of that body, though he 
represent the unanimous will of the people 
of that State. It is against the influences 
and spirit of the rebellion, and the princi- 
ples involved in it, that such stringent leg- 
islation as the test oath is directed. 



Important Derision by Judge Ballard. 

Judge Bland Ballard, during the session 
of the United States Circuit Court for the 
District of Kentucky, in Covington, Fri- 
day, delivered the following important de- 
cision, upon the application of Henry- 
Bishop for a writ of habeas corpus. 

The grounds stated in the petition are 
sufficiently set out in the judgement of the 
Court. 

The subject demands the immediate at- 
tention of Congress. If the jurisdiction of 
the United States Courts is not extended so 
as to cover this class of cases, the joint res- 
olution of Congress conferring freedom 
upon colored soldiers, their wives and 
children, will be a nullity and the Consti- 
tutional Amendment but little better. 

I ap'ain Charles P. Oyler, as a friend of 
th<- lrecdmen and their families, is looking 
after this matter in Kentucky, and will see 
that this subject is laid before Congress at 
once.

Em /inrtc. Bishop on petition. 

The petitioner, Henry Bishop, states that 
he is a free man of color; that he entered 
the United States in the 114th regiment of 
United States Colored Infantry; that, after 
serving faithfully, he was honorably dis- 
charged; that while he was in said service, 
he was, and still is, the husband of Rachel 
Bishop, and the father of George Bishop, 
Wm A. Bishop and John Bishop, who are 
all children of said Rachel, and that the 
wife and children are illegally restrained ot 
their liberty, aud forcibly held as slaves by 
Aaron Yerger. 

The petition, after setting forth that other 
of his children, by the same wife are de- 
tained by other parties, prays that a writ of 
habeas corpus ■ e granted to him, command- 
ing, <fcc. 

The case presented by the petition is one 
which strongly addresses itself to the sym- 
pathies of the Court. The petitioner him- 
aelf, on account of the faithful service 
which he has rendered to the country, is 
entitled to the strongest favor, and courts 
are always inclined to resolve doubts in 
favor of freedom. But I cannot allow my 
sympathies for the prisoners to control my 
judgment ol the law. And, with every dis- 
position to grant, if possible, tbe relief 
asked, I cannot bring myself to doubt that 
I have no jurisdiction to award a writ of 
habeas corpus upon the facts presented. 

Assuming that the wife and children of 
the petitioner are free by virtue of the Joiut 
Resolution paused by Congress in 1865, that 
they are illegally detained, and that the 
plaintiff is entitled to their custody, it does 
not follow that I nave any jurisdiction to 
relieve them from their restraint. The pe- 
titioner may have a clear right, and his 
right may be founded on a law of the Uni- 
ted States, but the Federal Courts have no 
jurisdiction to intorce it unless the jurisdic- 
tion bas been specially conferred by some 
act of Congress. This was long ago de- 
cided by the Supreme Court, suid is'the set- 
tled law ot the land. Undoubtedly the ju- 
risdiction of the Federal Courts may be 
made coextensive with the laws of the 
United States, if Congres choose so to ex- 
tend it; but until it is so extended no Fed- 
eral Court can exercise any jurisdiction 
which is not conferred on it by some law of 
the United States. [ Ex parti Hoi 1 man, and 
ej^parfe SwarUmt, 4th Cranch 76, Turner vs. 

Intyre°vs. Wood,™!* 



vs. United States, 7th Peters 610, and Cary 
vs. Curtis, 3d Howard 245. 

There are but three acts of Congress 
which confer authority on the Federal 
Courts and Judges to issue writs of habeas 
corpus. The first hi the act of 24th Septem- 
ber, 1789, which, after granting the author- 
ity in general terms, limits it by providing 
"lb it writs of habeas corpus shall In no case 
extend to prisoners in jail, unless they are 
in custody under, or by color of authority 
of the United States, or are committed for 
trial before some court of the same, or are 
necessary to be brought Into court to tes- 
tify." 

The prisoners in this case are not in cus- 
tody under or by color of authority of the 
United States, but they are detained and 
held solely under or by color or the authori- 
ty of the State of Kentucky. 8o far from 
being held under authority of the United 
States, tbey are, if the joint resolution of 
Congress be constitutional, held in defiance 
of it. It is clear that the petitioner cannot 
invoke this statute to his aid. 

The second act is that of March 2, 1 83, 
provides that, "either of the Justices of the 
Supreme Court, or Judges of any District 
Court of the Unite* States, in addition to 
the authority already conferred by law, 
shall have power to grant writs of habeas 
cor^ius in all cases of a prisoner or prisoners 
in jail or confinement, where he or they 
shall be committed or confined, on, or by 
authority of law, lor any act done or com- 
mitted to be done, in pursuance of a law of 
the United States, or any order, process, or 
decree of any Judge or court thereof." The 
prisoners are not confined "for any act 
done or omitted to be done in pursuance cf 
a law ot the United States, or any order, 
process, «fcc They are claimed and held 
under the laws of Kentucky, or by arbi- 
trary force if there be no laws which au- 
thorize them to be held. I say if there be 
no State laws which authorize them to be 
held, for if the joint resolution above men- 
tioned is constilutioual, or if the Constitu- 
tional Amendment abolishing slavery has 
been ratified as a State Judge has recently 
decided, there are no laws in this State 
which authorize the holding of slaves. Still, 
the remedy of the petitioner, in this state 
of the case, is not in this Court, but in the 
Courts of the State; and if relief is there 
denied him by a final decision in the highest 
Courts of the State, he may have a writ of 
error to the Supreme Court of the United 
Slates. 

The third act was passed August 29, 1842. 
It is unnecessary to recite its provisions in 
full. Suffice it to jp&y that they authorize 
(be writ to be issued only on behalf of 
"subjects aud citizens of a foreign State, 
and domiciled therein," and that conse- 
quently they furnish no warrant lor the 
issuance of the writ in this case. I have 
been thus particular in enumerating all the 
acts of Congress, and setting forth their 
provisions which confer authority on the 
courts and judges of the United States |o 
issue writs of habeas corjtus, because I find 
there are few matters about which there is 
a more general misapprehension, and be- 
cause I could, in this way, best direct the 
attention of Congress to the subject, so that 
they may, eepeciaUv wfc— the ratification 
of the amendment of the Constitution shall 
be pioraulgated, so extend the jurisdiction 
of the Federal judiciary that relief may be 
directly and promptly given iu a chtss of 
BUM in which, if such jurisdiction be not 
given, all relief will be tedious and uncer- 
tain, If not practically denied. The writ 
must be refused.

Now, it may 
be called a hardship to leave the people of 
such districts without representation; but 
wouid it not be a g-eater hardship to allow 
them to believe that their rebellion was in 
Gael creditable, by admitting the men who 
led them :nto battle to seats in the Congress 
of a stieugtheued and restored Union? 
This, in fact, would be to make loyalty- iu- 
famous instead of treason.

Nboro Mukderbd in the Street.— 
Yesterday afternoon, about three o'clock, a 
negro man was murdered at the corner of 
Hancock and Broadway struts, by a young 
man named Charlie Klink. The circum- 
stances are these : 

Charlie Klink, Gus. Klink, Frank Liben- 
good and Adam Knapp, young men about 
eighteen years of age, were stauding at the 
corner of Proadway aud Hancock streets, 
when the deceased and another negro man, 
accompanied by a colored woman, ap- 
proached, on their way to church. Ouo of 
the young men tripped one of the negroes, 
who remonstrated, but passed on. The 
young men then commenced throwing 
stones at the colored men. The deceased 
went back to reason with the parties, when 
young Klink drew a pistol and 6hot him 
through the heart, killing him instantly. 
We wero on the spot immediately after the 
killing, and found the deceased lying in the 
street, about five feet from the pavement, 
dead. No one witnessed the deed but a 
young girl about five years of age and the 
other two negroes. 

At a late hour last night young Knapp 
son of Captain Knapp) was lodged in jail 
for being concerned in the murder. The 
name of the decased is Buchanan.

Hints to Housekeepers, 

A writer, "On Furnishing," iu London 
Society, gives these hints as to the proper 
and tasteful fmhiishing of rooms: 

Our theory is that no one thing should 
catch the eye. There should bo harmony 
ihroughout;and we would recommend that 
great uncut ion bo paid to the color of the 
ay alia, If they, the ceiling and the carpet 
be well selected, ail other points of detail 
are like the finishing touches of a picture. 
The right tone having been obtained, the 
rtsl is comparatively easy. 

We have found grays", like greens, and 
pale mauve to work lip welt, and the less 
pattern there is in the paper ihe better, uu- 
less, for some special reason, a chintz paper 
is desired, if the room laces the south, a 
cool gray or a mauve is good; and for a 
north room, we have seen a yellowish green 
answer admirably, imparting to the roou; 
the appearance of sunshine. 

As a rule, we have found it best to avoid 
reds, especially a dark red, w hich is offen- 
sively dingy. 

Blue is h dangerous color to uso. Il is so 
apt to make a room look either gaudy or 
cold) though we have seen it etieetively 
used with pink to give a pompadour look. 

For carpet we incline to small, Inoffen- 
sive patterns, and aeaeraily avoid those 
which are flowery, ar, being in theory and 
elfect bad. 

As to ihe arrangement of the furniture it 
is difficult to say much, as everything de- 
pends upon what it consists of. But we 
bave generally found it desirable to keep 
the center of the room and the space before 
the fire quite free, aud to eschew a round 
table. If we must have one, wo prefer 
pushing into some corner of the room- 
anywhere but in the middle. 

We once asked a lady who was conspicu- 
ous for the excellent taste she displayed in 
furnishing her rooms, wherein her secret 
lay, and she |aid the invariably made it a 
rule never to employ any one person ex- 
clusively. E • bought what she w r anted 
whenever she could find it, and certainly 
the result wan perfect. There was a har- 
mony and a variety that was most pleasing.

In a few 
days the Senate will issue orders counter 
manding those of O'Mahoney concerning 
Congress to meet January 2d, on the ground 
that such meeting would be illegal and ad- 
verse to the constitution.

A letter from Charleston, S. C, says the 
Legislature is largely interested iu conduct 
ing emigration from Europe to South Caro- 
lina.

Richmond, Va., Dec. 16.— A caucus of 
the Senate and House was held to-night and 
tbe Committee on Courtagof Justice was di- 
rected to present a bill admitting negro tes- 
timony in the courts and to amend the code 
abolishing penalties on free negroes. A 
Senate resolution was introduced express- 
ing regret and disappointment at the non- 
admission of the Virginia Representatives 
to seats in the National Council, invoking 
their reception as preliminary to a full and 
free restoration of the State. A number of 
Senators expressed objection to the resolu- 
tion, and it was withdrawn. In the House 
there was a protracted debate on the reso- 
lution proposing to inaugurate measures 
for the reunion of West and East Virginia.
